or America. A large proportion of the 
articles are signed v.-ith the Mines of 
tho writers, even -.vlcn the VvO'rk is 
more or ICKS of a roiflluc mittire, such 
as tho sporting or liiv/ ilc-partments of 
the paper. On tlie otl.rr Jinud, the own- 
ership of newspapers is less frequently 
lodged in Biugle liai?;ls than is the case 
iu America. Very many of the French 
papei.s are tinned by companies or asso- 
ciations, while the stock of several of 
the best known, such as The Figaro and 
Petit Journal, is bought and sold daily 
on the Stock Exchange, tho quotations 
appearing as regularly as those of rail- 
way shares) or Government bonds. 


Tho circulation of till but a very few 


of the Paris papers varies enormously, 
according-to tbe contents. If a- paper 
contains n striking article, well adver- 
tised previously, or if itufeuilleton, con- 
tinued story or memoirs, which most of 
the French journals consider an essen- 
tial part of their daily issue, is by some 
well known author, the circulation will 
runup 50,000 or 100,000 in a week 
and drop tigiiin us GOOU as the special 
feature is discontinued. When Lo Jonr 
begun publishing M. Henri Eochefort's 
memoir:*, H» circulation went up five- 
fold, although the price of tho paper 
had been clo,ubled in order to make hay 
while the sun shone.

er.n!r.;t; il in tho capital than that of 
oilier Kr.ri'peau countries. In Germany, 
fcr insLuirc, it is uot thci press of Berlin 
t)j:;t l:its tho largest circnlatiou or the- 
fjreatest i:ifluence, Iu this, as iu iniiiiy 
other matters, however, the French 
press only bears out the saying that

Preparation if I.aiiit For the Sugar 


licet. 


This plant thrived ou n wide variety 


or soils, doing best ou what is ordi- 
nal ily called good potato or corn 
laud. The soil must bs well drained, 
for while the beet requirus abundant 
moisture during the growing period, it 
does not thrive with "wet foet.1' 


Preparation of the soil should begin 


the year before, with proper rotation 
also fall plowing and manuring. When 
this has been done, the subsoil plow 
should follow the turning 
plow in 


early spring, stirring the soil to a depth 
of from twelve to sixteen inches. This 
plowing should be done as early HS poE' 
sible iu the spring, because tbe sooner 
the weeds are encouraged to grow, tbe 
more of them can be killed before 
planting the beets. Again, land plowed 
while the weather ia cold will retain 
moisture daring the summer much 
longer than if plowed later. It is also 
better to allow the ground to settle as 
much as possible after plowing and 
before preparing the beet seed, so that 
it will become thoroughly packed, thus 
insuring better and quicker germina* 
tion. Another 
important 
point iu 


spring plowing for this crop is never to 
throw up from bolow more than two 
inches of soil that 1mb not boon stirred 
before, but the lower eoil should be 
loosened with a subsoil plow. This is 
an important point for there is no time 
in the spring for soil newly turned to 
.be sweetened or acted upon by tbe at- 
mosphere. 


If the land is fall plowed, it should 


be harrowed ns soon as the frost Is out 
of the ground and the soil dry enough 
to prevent sticking. Spring plowed 
land should, also, boat once thoroughly 
plowed and harrowed. To eeyuro a 
good crop it is absolutely necessary to 
kill all the weeds in the ground before 
seeding. Hero is where the failures 
ocour, for if weeds aro aljowed to get a 
start, eultnre of the young beeta in? 
volves much unnecessary and expen- 
sive hard work. After the first harrow- 
ing allow tho weeds to grow as much as 
possible until ready to plant the beet 
seed. This is usually about two weeks 
or so earlier than the average farmer 
would think of plating corn. 


To prepare a good seed bed, work 


the soil four to five inches deep with a 
pulverizer or corn cultivator, once 
lengthwise and once crosswise, to level 
the soil perfectly and finish killing 
the weeds. 
After this, pack the top 


soil to a depth of two or three inches 
with a heavy roller; never use a plank 
float for this work as it does not pack 
the ground well, and will leave it in a 
shape easily to be blow away or badly 
washed. 
The better the soil is packed 


after the weeds are killed, the better 
the beet seed will sprout. 
This work 


must be done when the gronud is in 
good working condition yet not too 
damp, and the working of wet soil 
must be avoided, 
Beet seed requires 


considerable moisture to germinate, 
therefore iu dry weather or in an 
average season, th< need bed must be 
prepared and the seed planted the 
same day, this being tho only way in 
which tho moisture can bo kept in the 
ground under usual conditions. Too 
much care cannot be devoted to prepa- 
ration of soil and seed bed, for upon it 
success largely depends. 
It will be 


seen that such preparation ia contrary 
to the careless) way in which land is 
usually prepared for field crops. Bight 
here is where beet culture differs from 
almost any otherVircip.
